sobbing ones, for those who fight 
fierce temptation, for those who strug- 
gle to know a better life. Oh only He 
and the Father and the Holy Ghost 
know what He saw and whom He 
saw. His was a prayer for others. He 
was and is the chief Bishop of the 
souls of men. If the Chief Bishop can 
give Himself for others, what ought 
the bishop of a lower order to do 
with his life? 

Men and women who have the call 
and hear the go ye, if ever there was 
a time when the cause of Christianity 
was espoused unselfishly, it is now. 
And if we say with our Master, “For 
their sakes I sanctify myself,” in the 
saying of it we can rest assured that 
we have spoiled ease and comfort, for 
if we undertake to follow His steps, 
AND WE MUST, we will find the 
minister’s program is not one of rec- 
reation, neither was it designed for 
comfort. It will subscribe your time 
and substance. It will enlist your sac- 
rifice. It points to the cross. In the 
bearing of the cross rest your salva- 
tion and satisfaction. 

When the U. S. A. called for men 
for the foreign war they were told 
frankly that men were wanted who 
would breast forward into flying steel 
and glittering bayonet. Suffering Bel- 
gium was held up before peaceful U. 
S. A. and millions of men (who were 
at ease and were prospering) _ said, 
The call of the suffering is bigger 
than the vast profits and comforts of 
the homeland. 

Christianity now, as in John 17:19, 
is calling for ministers whose hearts 
are big enough, whose eyes are keen 
enough, whose consecration’ is deep 
enough, to feel the hurt and wrongs 
that mankind is suffering. Ministers, 
who will step boldly to the front and 
say, I am ready to face the fierce on- 
slaughts of Satan, I am ready to suf- 
fer hardships, I am ready to face the 
flying missiles from the high powder- 
ed guns of the agnostic, the mustard 
gas of apostate preachers, the criticism 
and opposition and all who may stand 
in the way of the full Gospel? Oh God, 
help me to write this hour what I 
know is the passion of thine own 
heart and which should leap to a con- 
suming flame in all of our souls. 

‘Ministers of Christ, we cannot look 
with unconcern upon any type of need, 
neither can we pass sorrow and suffer- 
ing by indifferently.

Certainly the deep sorrow and suffer- 
ing of the heathens will be call enough 
to some of you who claim to be called 
of the Lord. And surely the willing- 
ness of some one to sanctify them- 
selves, dedicate their lives, will be 
great enough for laymen to answer 
with their means. 

The giving of self and the sacrifice 
of means is and always has been the 
mark that distinguishes Christianity 
from every other religion. The sacri- 
fice of ease and comfort, the dedica- 
tion of life and the subscribing of 
time, talent, and substance was and is 
found in every outstanding character 
that Christianity has produced, and he 
who preaches the full Gospel and &s- 
pouses Christianity will find himself 
at once linked to a campaign of soul 
redemption even though such cam- 
paign calls for a sacrifice of his own 
life. It was the Spirit that said, “FOR 
THEIR SAKES,” which transformed a 
Jew, a Pharisee of Pharisees, proud, 
clanish, jealous, into a Christian will- 
ing to suffer if in the suffering oth- 
ers might be served. Saul became Paul 
and the difference in the two men is 
exactly expressed in our text. And he 
who had been a mean persecutor and 
rwaster of the Church of God became 
its most humble, able,

servant. He wno had aespiIsed other 
than a Jew cried, I AM DEBTOR, I 
AM DEBTOR, to both Jew and Greek 
or Gentile, I made myself servant un- 
to all that I might gain some, 1 Cor. 
9:19, I owe all men something, and 
went about the balance of his life 
endeavoring with tireless earnestness 
to discharge his obligation. I pray God 
that I too may be able to consecrate 
my life to that extent that my obliga- 
tion to God and to man may be met.

Itis a Fearful Thing to Speak a Word Against the 


Holy Ghost Knowingly and Willingly

“It is impossible for those who were 
once enlightened, and have tasted of 
the heavenly gift, and were made par- 
takers of the Holy Ghost, And have 
tasted of the good word of God, and 
of the powers of the world to come, 
If they shall fall away, to renew them 
again unto repentance; seeing they 
crucify to themselves the Son of God 
afresh, and put him to an open 
shame.” Heb. 6:4-6. 

The above verses are the grounds of 
countless arguments with respecttosin 
against the Holy Ghost. Therefore, let 
us look at them for a moment, that, if 
possible we may arrive at their true 
scriptural setting. The authorship of 
Hebrews has been in controversy, says 
Dr. Scofield, “from the earliest times;” 
however, it is most generally agreed 
that it is Pauline with respect to its 
point of view. It is very probable that 
the identity of its author was purpose- 
ly obscured, knowing that the Jews 
would more readily resent it if they 
were to understand that its author 
might have been Paul. The trend of its 
volume points out the high priestly 
work of Christ Jesus from the Old 
Testament view and is itself almost 
entirely Jewish in its character. It is, 
therefore, most properly called He- 
brews, and is itself “as bread cast up- 
on the waters,” “that by all means I 
may win some.” 

It is readily seen that the Jews, af- 
ter the crucifixion, tried to patch up 
the rent vail of Judaism by trying to 
draw back the converts of Christian- 
ity unto it. Compare Acts 15:1-5 and 
Gal. 2:12-13 with Gal. 1:6-9 and 4:19.

In fact the whole treaties of the epis- 
tle unto the Galatians 1s itself an ex- 
planation and contrast of law and 
grace, with an admonition tn the fifth 
chapter to “stand fast in the liberty 
wherewith Christ hath made us free.” 
The apostle was standing in doubt of 
the Galatians, desirous of changing 
his voice, and travailing in soul u- 
til, or that Christ might again be 
formed in them. 


While “every priest standing daily 
ministering and offering oftentimes 
the same sacrifices, which can never 
take away sins,” this, with the opposi- 
tion of the Jews intensified by a de- 
sire among some to return unto their 
brethren and kindred among the Jews, 
we may, therefore, readily see the 
necessity for such a book as the He- 
brews and an explanation of its texts. 

The verses of our texts are them- 
selves a warning of depth unto such 
as were drawing back unto types and 
shadows, desirous of being under the 
law. The above situation was itself the 
fact which demanded the explanation 
of our text. Those who were once en- 
lightened and who having tasted of 
the heavenly gift and were made par- 
takers of the Holy Ghost were them- 
selves in grave danger in the event 
they left off following Christ. ‘Tne 
types and shadews unto which they 
were desirous to return were render- 
ed void of all power, meaning, and 
wisdom after Christ unto whom they 
all pointed had eome and had Himself 
become the sin-bearer of His people. 
After they had turned from enlighten- 
ment and from the taste of the heav- 
enly gift and power of the Holy Ghost, 
they turned from the powers of the 
world to come and rejected the Holy 
Spirit by having quenched His fires 
of love and inspiration, thus, pinching 
His leadings and light out of their 
own hearts. It would be readily seen 
why it was or would be impossible to 
renew those having so done unto a 
state of repentance. 

The Holy Spirit will not leave or 
forsake us until after He has striven 
and warned us, then after having been 
rejected, the individuals would have 
no more cooperation or aid in bring- 
ing them unto Christ, or in revealing 
him without whom all men are lost. 
The Holy Ghost is the agent that con- 
victs ef sin, it convinces of judgment, 
reproves righteousness. Thus when He 
had been driven out of the lives of 
those who had so done, they were left 
without an agency to bring them unto 
or aid them to Christ. Therefore, such 
action was a crucifixion of the Son of 
God afresh, leaving such without 
either sacrifice or Spirit to aid in 
their salvation. 

Now, looking at verse six, “If they 
shall fall away,” Gr. para-pipto which 
means to fall beside, make a mistake 
or err, consequently those that fall by 
the way or any who miss the way aré 
themselves mistaken and thus’ they 
err and are out of the way. Jesus 
Christ was himself the way, and the 
law which was ineorporate in Judah- 
ism was itself prophetic rather than 
retrospective, hence those who turned 
back had missed the way, had erred, 
and was without help since the Holy 
Ghost had been rejected and Christ 
Himself crucified. Their pathway was 
lost in the darkness of the fall, their 
backs turned to the light; they had 
failed God. The explanation of verses 
seven and eight show that the Jews 
were themselves the recirients of 
many blessings of God; they had 
drunk “in the rain that cometh oft 
upon them” and should have brought 
forth fruit unto God by whom they 
had been dressed out of unprofitable- 
ness of Judahism. But in their failure 
they had brought forth thorns and 
briers; the fruits of such automatically 
shut them out of the aid of and 
the protection of the Holy Spirit, 
leaving them without effective hope. 

Now turning to chapter ten and 
verse twenty-six, we read, “For if we 
sin willfully after we have received 
the knowledge of the truth, there re- 
maineth no more sacrifice for sins.” 
This verse points out a willful and 
premeditated sin, which is itself al- 
ways committed against light and 
knowledge; it is itself the manifesta- 
tion of the will of self, as Opposed to 
the light, the Word; and will of God. 
Such may grieve the Holy Spirit until 
it will depart from them. “He, that 
being often reproved hardeneth his 
neck, shall’ suddenly be destroyed, and 
that without remedy.” Prov. 29:1. 

Now that we-have gone ahead to ex- 
plain what we think to be the true 
situation of the text and warning, let

tion and may God help the rest of us 
to endorse it. 
I AM DEBTOR TO THE WEAK 
If we have strength, and there is no 


excuse for a minister being weak, we 
“CAN DO ALL THINGS THROUGH 
CHRIST WHICH STRENGTHEN- 
ETH” us. Phil. 4:13. We are in debt 
to the weak, to impart that strength 
to others, or to use that strength In 
helping the weak to stay on their 
feet, in assisting them over the diffi- 
culties that daily confront them or 
those who arise over night. The min- 
ister who feels himself strong and 
takes advantage of the pulpit to mag- 
nify his strength, his ability to over- 
come temptation, his power to re 
sist the devil, and the same time 
fails to use that strength, power, or 
ability for the blessing and uplift of 
the weak will die and go to meet God 
with his obligation staring him in the 
face and his debt to the weak unpaid. 
“We then that are strong ought to 
bear the infirmities of the weak, and 
not to please ourselves. Let every one 
of us please his neighbour for his good 
to edification. For even Christ pleased 
not himself; but, as it is written, the 
reproaches of them that reproacnea 
thee fell on me.” Rom. 15:1-3. “Him- 
self took our infirmities.” Matt. 8:17. 
We see that Jesus Himself took our 
weaknesses and imparted His strength. 
That is what He meant when He said, 
That ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost has come upon you. 
So in the giving of the Holy Ghost 
He meant for them to understand that 
He was imparting His strength to 
them. Christ, being the strong One, 
dedicated that strength to the weak. 
Ministers who are strong must, if they 
be like Him, dedicate their strengtk 
to those who are weaker. 

DEBTOR TO THE UNLEARNED 

Christ, being wisdom and in Him 
was embodied all of the wisdom of 
God, said, For their sakes I sanctify, 
set apart to the blessing and enlight- 
enment of those whose minds have 
been blinded by the God of this world. 
So with the minister who has been 
made wise, he owes that wisdom to 
his unfortunate brother. To use his 
wisdom in belittling the ignorant is 
to squander opportunity, misuse his 
time, abuse his privilege. In so doing 
he departs from Christ, grieves the 
Spirit, offends God, and when he is 
thru with His disciples his listeners 
will leave his presence feeling they 
have been abused rather than blessed. 
If you are wise to the tricks of Satan 
you should humbly use that wisdom 
in helping others to stay out of Sa- 
tan’s snares. 

With faith, love, and joy you are 
indebted to those who are not so faith- 
ful, to these who are not so lovely, 
those who have not joy. Yes, every 
good quality should and must be dedi- 
cated to others. The more influence 
you have the more you owe to others. 
The minister who uses his good influ- 
ence for his own personal advantage 
or benefit can never live in the seven- 
teenth chapter of St. John. SANCTIFY 
THAT INFLUENCE TO THE BLESS- 
ING OF OTHERS. OFFICIAL POWER 
AND AUTHORITY carries with the 
same authority or power a tremendous 
liability. While some, if not many, 
have and may yet consider their offi- 
cial appointment a great asset and 
seek to use their power in building a 
defense for themselves, they may pos- 
sibly take advantage of their official 
standing and use it as a means of 
building up a financial rating, for he 
who has money to his credit has men 
waiting his call. 

But my dear minister, if the 
time ever comes that the church 
appoints you to some official posr- 
tion and should you be selected as 
a leader, mark my words and consider 
well what I say, That position, that 
place of trust, that leadership, carries 
with it more liability than asset. 
When some one asks yOu to take care 
of a certain amount of money you feel 
that “I have a liability, I am respon- 
sible. If anything should happen I 
would have to bear the blame. I dare 
not use any of this money only as the 
owners authorize.” So with the man 
or woman whom the church has placed 
in some responsible position. You are 
responsible for every bit of reproach 
that comes to that office. If all the 
ministers and officials of the Church 
of God had lived in John 17:19 what 
a time we would have had by this 
time. We would have circled the globe, 
gone into every dark nook and corner 
of this world, and would have been 
ready to hear the sweet “well done, 
good and faithful servants.” 

Paul, the highest yet the hum- 
blest minister of the Church of God, 
went to Rome with this message, I am 
debtor, I am debtor, and in saying 
this of himself he said it of every 
other follower of Christ. He was a 
hated and a despised Jew; neverthe 
less, he delivered his message. He 
walked thru suffering, shipwreck and 
storm, hunger and nakedness, jails and 
blood, but at every turn of the road he 
had a message. Listen, Rome, you are 
much used to the world bringing her 
gifts of silver and gold, her pearls 
and diamonds, your hard beaten roads 
have been often crowded with trains 
of treasure coming to your extrava- 
gant call; I have come to say a new 
thing to you. Thus far you have look- 
ed upon life as consisting of the treas- 
ures that you receive. Your ushers are 
only instructed to deposit the gold 
that flows into thy gates. But I have 
come to you as a stranger. I may not 
be welcomed, but my mission is to de- 
clare heaven’s fundamentals to you. 





SIN AGAINST THE 
HOLY GHOST

us again look at the 
GENTILE GROUND 

which in some sense varies from the 
exact Jewish copy and situation it- 
self. The Gentiles might commit pre 
meditated and willful sin by rejecting 
the Holy Ghost after they had receiv- 
ed Him but they certainly did not 
commit such in the same manner and 
way as the Jews did. 

Then again there is a difference be- 
tween the ordinary backslider in some 
sense and those unto whom we believe 
the texts at issue were written. Many 
backsliders are themselves objects of 
pity. Take for instance some one who 
is hindered from serving God by a 
hard and ill-tempered companion. It 
maybe either man or wife who may 
take opposition unto a companion and 
cause them to backslide. Where some 
sins are willful and premeditated, 
others are under great trial and tests 
overcome by Satan and his agents. 
Such are especially to be pitied and 
are objects of God’s love and mercy. 
The Holy Spirit visits them often- 
times and invites them back unto 
Christ, and they themselves long to 
return unto Him. The latter, though 
they may have been overcome and 
committed sin, may by their confes- 
sion and coming back unto Christ be 
renewed. Instead of some, who have 
been overcome when trying to go on 
with God, finding it impossible to be 
renewed to repentance, they are con- 
stantly softened and tendered by the 
visitation of the Holy Ghost inviting 
them to return unto God. 

The falling away in verse six are 
those having fallen out of the way, 
and are, therefore, out. But backslid- 
ers are not out of the way in the same, 
sense, they have slipped back. Why 
do men backslide or slip back? Be- 
cause something gives away or was 
not itself properly sound and firm to 
hold them. God said of Israel, “For Is- 
rael slideth back as a_ backsliding 
heifer,” which of course backslides on 
an hill side because the foundation is 
not firm. What men and women should 
do instead of being misled by those 
who insist after you have sinned, hav- 
ing received the Holy Ghost that you 
have sinned against the Holy Ghost it- 
self, is to return unto God. And has 
He not said, I will return unto you? 

I am married unto the backslider is 
itself an example of a loving husband, 
who wants his lover to return. God has 
said, I am married unto you, O back- 
sliding children. Jer. 3:14 he is, there- 
fore, the husband of the backsliders, 
who will, if they will but return; per- 
form the rights of the covenant or 
marriage vows unto His children. 

We must certainly see a difference 
between the man or woman who sins 
willfully and thus despises the offer- 
ed love and mercy of God. “He that 
despised Moses’ law died without 
mercy unto two or three witnesses: 
Of how much sorer punishment, sup- 
pose ye, shall he be thought worthy, 
who hath trodden under foot the Son 
of God, and hath counted the blood of 
the covenant, wherewith he was sanc- 
tified, and unholy thing, and hath 
done despite unto the Spirit of grace?” 
Heb. 10:28, 29. It is plain that it is 
despite on the part of the willful sin- 
ner or sinning saint. Such count the 
blood unholy, trodding it under foot, 
doing despite unto the Spirit of grace. 
Such sin may well be termed “sin 
against the Holy Ghost.” 

Now the difference in the class that 
despise and despite and those who 
long for the joys once possessed is: 
To the former God has said, “Veng- 
ance is mine, I will repay.” To the lat- 
ter He has said, “Call to remembrance 
the former days, in which, after ye 
were illuminated, ye endured a great 
fight of afflictions. Cast not away 
therefore your confidence, which hath 
great recompense or reward.” V. 33, 
35. 

Then following the warning of the 
erring saints, having trampled the pre- 
cious blood under foot and having 
done despite unto the Spirit of grace, 
is that blessed faith chapter which 
summons all its countless number of 
crowned victors. These are called “a 
cloud of witnesses,” of course, to 
strengthen the faith of the weak and 
erring ones. Then again follows a 
warning to “lay aside every weight, 
and the sin which doth so easily be- 
set us, and let us run with patience 





Your. strength, your wealth, is your 
debt. You have that which the suffer- 
ing, sorrowing, sobbing need. You owe 
thy fellowman a lift. It is time that 
you are despensing to starving child- 
hood outside thy gates. High time it 
is for thee to call in the poor, the 
lame, the blind, and give them a 
feast. Oh yes, rich Rome, God will not 
hold thee guiltless for the man who 
died at thy gates last night for the lack 
of food and for the want of shelter. 

Oh minister of Christ, as sure as 
the hand of God is upon you it is not 
there to make you a collector, and the 
power or authority that God has given 
is to endow you with obligation. Pow- 
er is debt. Every power is a liability 
(hard lesson that to learn) if we are 
quick to learn, apt to rule, endowed 
with any commanding talent. It seems 
so easy to give 4t a selfish coinage. 
The minister who uses his ministry 
or power for selfish purposes is a 
wrecker of power and a prostituter of 
endowment. And he who squanders en- 
trusted strength shall reap the reward 
of an outraged people, the curse of an 
offended God and the remorse of 
guilty conscience. A minister’s power 
or greatness has not taken safe root 
until it has been safely planted and 
firmly set in John 17:19.
